American Marines were installed today 


on the slope of El Chipote Mountain. 
the stronghold which the rebel general, 
Augustino Sandino, considered im- 
pregnable. This was the second rebel 
headquarters to fall before the marine 
advance in which Sandino is btlieved 
by marines to have been wounded. 

The Sandino headquarters at Quilal! 
was seized by the marines on December 
30, after a battle in which five marines 
were killed. Sandino then withdrew to 
El Chipote and entrenched himsclf on 
the mountain. ‘On January 14, Ameri- 
can marine planes flew over the moun- 
tain, bombing’ and raking the rebels 
with machine-gun fire. They brought 
back reports that 40 guerillas had been 
Slain in this attack. 

Seeking to verify reports that San- 
dino had been killed in the encounter, 
Marine planes flew over Fl! Chipote last 
week.

NONSENSE AT HAVANA. 

The Pan-American Conference at Ha- 
vana is developing into a broadcasting 
station from which announcers of the 
several nations are sending out all sorts 
of fantastic and impracticable proposals. 
In most cases the proposals do not repre- 
sent the fixed policy of the governments 
represented by the speakers. The con- 
ference is used as a vehicle for the 
expression of grievances and the ex- 
ploitation of theories. 

One the utterances that has 
tracted much attention is that of 
Pueyrredon, Argentine Ambassador to 
the United States. He revived the old 
proposal that the Pan-American Union 
should be empowered to study ways and 
means to reduce high tariffs, so that 
inter-American commerce should enjoy 
special privHeges as against overseas 
commerce. He criticized the American 
system of assessing duties based upon 
the difference between the cost of home 
and foreign production. He gave notice 
that Argentina would not sign any con- 
vention relating to the reorganization of 
the Pan-American Union that did not 
incorporate a provision empowering the 
union to study ways and means of reduc- 
ing high tariffs. He also insisted that 
a¢cricultural and sanitary quarantires 
should be supervised by the union. 

It is to be ‘doubted that Argentina 
would be willing to shape its tariff policy 
‘at the dictation of the Pan-American; but 
granting that Ambassador Pueyvrredon 
speaks with authority, so far as his own 
government is concerned, it is obvious 
that his proposal will be rejected by other 
governments supporting the Pan-Ameri- 
can Union. The United States Govern- 
ment will not transfer to any. other 
authority the direction of American tariff 
policv. Congress is jealous of the slight 
authority that has been given to the 
President to revise rates within narrow 
limits, and the record made by the Tariff 
‘Commission is not such as to warrant 
further experiments in delegating tariff- 
making authority. The tariff is a po.iti 
cal question, and political parties will 
insist upon retaining the right to deal 
with it. Upon their wise decisions on 
this subject depends the welfare of 
American industry, labor, and agricul- 
ture. : 
» The Pan-Ameritan Union is capable of 
great usefulness in promoting better 
acquaintance and good will among the 
American republics, but its usefulness 
would be destroyed if it should be trans. 
formed into a political body or be en- 
cowed with political authority. As such

“THE OUNCE OF PREVENTION.” 


Since Dr. Jenner in 1798 published to the 
world that vaccination could be employed as a 
preventive of smallpox medical science 
been on the alert to develop and extend 
prophylaxy. ‘An ounce of prevention is worth 
a pound of cure’”’ is a maxim that has come to 
be recognized by physicians everywhere. It 
was this reasoning which brought about the 
prophylactic treatment of every man who was 
sent to France in the A. E. F. These pre- 
cautionary measures were responsible for the 
enormous difference in the health conditions 
between the camps of the Spanish-American 
war and those of the world conflict. 

The Public Health Service, as well as the 
boards of health of nearly all the States and 
most of the municipalities of the country, has 
inaugurated campaigns designed to teach citi- 
zens everywhere the value of preventive 
treatment in dealing with the dangers of 
typhoid, scarlet fever and diphtheria. That

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ENLARGED THYROID FOUND 
Q HANDICAP, 


R. BEARD has found that boys 
D and girls with enlarged thyroids 
are not quite in the same class 
mentally with young people with nor- 
mal thyroids. The difference is not 
great, but such advantage as can be 
shown is in favor of those without the 
‘big neck. 

. Dr. Beard has charge of the heal*h 
more than 10,000 students at the Unt- 
versity of Illinois. He has been observ- 
ing the thyroid conditions among these 
‘students for a mumiber of years. In that 
time, I presume, 50,000 students have 
passea under his observation 


‘four-year periods. 

The great majority of these young 
men and women came from the goiter 
belt. In earlier studies, Dr. 
shown that there is more goiter in stu- 
dents who iive near Lake Michigan 
than there ts in those that live farther 
away.

EAR Viola Paris: How can I! 
bleach superfluous hair? How 
can I overcome blackheads and 

large pores? DISCOURAGED. 

Answer—Equal parts of hydrogen 
peroxide, lemon juice and spirits of 
ammonia make an excellent bleachhiz 
solution for superfluous hair. This 
may be applied once a day with ab- 
sorbent cotton and allowed to dry. 

Stringent rules must be followed in 
external and internal cleanliness of the 
body.

Butter a 
glass baking dish and in the bottoro 
place a layer of the celery cut in two- 
inch-long pieces. Cover with the white 
sauce, which must have been well sea- 
soned, and then with a sprinkling of 
the grated cheese. Repeat the layer o! 
celery, sauce and cheese and on the 
top, When the other materials are con- 
sumed, place a layer of cheese last of 
all, with paprika for garnishing. Place 
in a modtrate oven until thoroughly 
heated and the cheese melted. Serve as 
a vegetable.

Utilities Resist Reaction Best; 
Few Stocks Close With 
Good Gains. 


LEADERSS FORCED DOWN 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New York, Jan. 25.—A sharp reaction 
e*surrod in the stock market today, net 
losses extending more than 7 points. 
A small number of scattered issues 
moved against the trend, establishing 
new high price levels for the year or 


more and closing with substantial net 
advances. The day's turnover approxi- 
mated 2,850,000 shares. 

An avalanche of selling orders struck 
the market at the opening and prices 
began to give way under the pressure. 
Naturally, much of the selling was in- 
duced by the advance in the Chicago 
rediscount rate after the close of busi- 
mess yesterday, which caught Wall 
street completely unawares. Apart 
from this development, however, sell- 
ing might have been expected today in 
view of the strong advances attained 
in the two previous sessions, the mar- 
ket being largely in the hands of pro- 
fessionals. 

At times attempts were made to force 
® rally, but with little success, each re- 
covery being ‘met with another flood of 
Selling orders. The depression was ac- 
centuated by the calling of some 825,- 
000,000 of loans by bankers here to 
meet withdrawal “equirements of Chi- 
cago institutions which were anxious 
to take advantage of the higher inter- 
est rates at home. This development 
brought about an advance to 4 per cent 
in the call money rate, which had re- 
newed at 3'4. Time money rates on the 
average increased 1, per cent and 30 
and 60 day bank bills the same amount 

After a period of excited and trregu- 
Jar trading following the opening, the 
decline became orderly, supporting or- 
ders being met at various points under 
the market. These had been placed by 
bankers and pool managers interested 
in preventing a major break. 

As a group the utilities furnished 
the strongest resistance to the general 
cqownward movement, several of them, 
notably Federal Light & Traction, La- 
clede Gas and Montana Power, 
strongly against the trend These 
three issues closed with net gains 3 ‘2, 
19%4 and 1'% respectively. Federal Light 
moved to a new high of 51', 
aiso made a new high.
